WASHINGTON. April 19—Justice 
*1 Alan Go ldsbo ro ugh to day held 
, john L. Lewis guilty o f criminal 
con tempt for no t sending the strik­ 
ing coal miners back to the pits 
when ord ered by the co urt. 
The jud ge anno unced he will pro ­ 
n oun ce sen ten ce to mo rro w. 
He is the same judge who fined 
Lewis $10,000 an d the United Mine 
Workers $3.500.000 
fo r disregarding 
a court stop-strike o rder In 1944. 
The Supreme co urt cut the unio n’s 
fin e to $700.000 but let Lewis’ stand. 
Go ldsto rOugh, befo re adjo urning 
court, hinted he is at least co n­ 
sidering a jail term fo r Lewis this 
tun e. 
He said he d id no t think, because 
of the seriousn ess o f the case, it 
could be d ecid ed o n the basis o f 
•ex ped ien cy." 
When he fined Lewis in Decem­ 
ber, 1946 . in the o ther case, the 
jud ge said he had to co nsider the 
•ex ped ien cy” inv o lv ed and was giv ­ 
in g a fin e instead o f a jail sen­ 
ten ce.

the d eath of Charles Corn wall. 
Con trary To Law 
Coun cil, with the legal guid ­ 
an ce of Solicitor Hen ry Reese, 
thought Vin cen t automatically 
became presid en t. 
This, how­ 
ever, is con trary to provision s of 
the Ohio gen eral cod e. 
Accord in g to the gen eral cod e 
an d also an opin ion by the at­ 
torn ey gen eral, the fillin g of a 
vacan cy in the office of presi­ 
d en t of coun cil Is up 
to 
the 
mayor. 
In other word s, Mayor 
R. r . John son should make the 
appoin tmen t. 
Section 4252 of the Ohio gen ­ 
eral cod e read s as follows . 


"Mayor shall fill vacan cy in 
office or d epartmen t. 
In case 
of d eath, resign ation , removal or 
d isability of an y officer or d irec­ 
tor in an y d epartmen t of an y 
mun icipal 
corporation , 
un less 
otherwise provid ed by law, the 
mayor thereof shall 
fill 
the 
vacan cy by appoin tmen t, an d 
such appoin tmen t shall con tin ue 
for the un ex pired term an d un til 
a successor is d uly appoin ted , or 
d uly elected an d qualified , or 
un til such d isability Is removed .” 
Section s 472 . 4273, an d 4274 of 
the gen eral cod e refer to the 
presid en t of coun cil, an d there 
Is n othin g in 
those 
section s 
which provid e for the fillin g of 
the vacan cy in 
the 
office of 
presid en t of coun cil, an d it ap­ 
pears that the foregoin g section 
4262 Is applicable. 
Attorn ey G en rral’s Rulin g 
There is an attorn ey gen eral’s 
opin ion in Ohio which states 
as follows: 
“Vacan cies In presid en cy of 
coun cil may be filled by ap­ 
poin tmen t of the mayor un d er 
gen eral cod e section 4252.” 
It is essen tial th at the ap­ 


poin tmen t of a successor to the 
late Charles Corn wall as presi­ 
d en t of coun cil be mad e accord ­ 
in g to law in ord er to make all 
action s of city coun cil strictly 
legal. 
Possibly the mayor woultj ap­ 
poin t Vin cen t, a fellow Repub­ 
lican , an yway. The fact of the 
case remain s th at coun cil is 
operatin g illegally as a legisla­ 
tive bod y an d its solicitor could 
have preven ted the tan gle. 
Previous Error 
The situation is a parallel to 
that followin g the d eath of C. 
P. Zimmerman , who was presi­ 
d en t of coun cil a t the time cf 
his d eath Feb. 7, 1947. 
After Zimmerman ’s d eath the 
solicitor ad vised coun cil th at its 
vice presid en t automatically be­ 
came 
presid en t.. Two 
weeks 
later the solicitor appeared be­ 
fore coun cil ad visin g that coun ­ 
cil 
should 
elect a presid en t. 
Fred Koen reich, a Democrat, 
was chosen . 
In both in stan ces the ad vice 
given by the city’s legal coun sel 
was n ot accord in g to law. With 
the d eath of Corn wall the same 
illegal proced ure was followed .

It may be to o late already , but if that is true it 
need* to be made kno wn to all the peo ple who se liv es 
will be affected if it really is. Ip the preface to hi* 
memo ir» , Wnlsto n Churchill recalls that he o nce sug 
gested to Franklin D. Ro o sev elt a pro per title fo r wo rld 
War II wo uld be “the Unnecessary War.”

million dollars each year. Many of 
these fires sta rt in trash-filled base­ 
ments, 
Dirty basements also giv e 
lodging 
to 
disease-carrying 
rats, 
whose 
influence on 
the 
nation's 
health 
cannot 
be 
estimated 
in 
terms of mere dollars. An impor­ 
ta nt point in protecting the home 
from these menaces is to keep the 
basement clean. 
Check Ash Cans 
To thoroughly clea n a basement, 
fa st remove all ashes, old maga­ 
zines and newspapers, 
and 
any 
other waste material tha t ha s ac­ 
cumulated 
during 
the 
winter 
months. This is also a 
good time 
to check the container used for ath 
storage, replace it with a fire-proof 
can, such as one of those made of 
galvanized steel. 
Such containers 
provide 
protection 
a gainst smol­ 
dering ashes. 
After all rubbish ha s been re­ 
moved from the basement, stack 
kindling in neat piles away from 
the heating unit where it will not 
absorb enough hea t to Ignite it. 
When possible, keep kindling away 
from walls. Hats like dark places, 
sqch as offered by stacks of wood, 
but they steer clear of material 
stored more or less in the open. 
Other Fire Hazards 
If small amounts of oil or gaso­ 
line must be kept in the basement 
be sure tha t they are stored in a 
cool place. Never keep 
flammable 
liquids 
in 
glass 
bottles, 
because 
they break too easily, thus expos­ 
ing 
their contents 
to sparks 
or 
flames. Always store inflammable 
liquids ki metal containers, such as 


galvanized steel gasoline or oil 
cans. 
After 
these 
basic 
suggestions 
have been followed, look around 
the basement for damaged 
elec­ 
trical wiring, leaky pipes and other 
fixtures in need of repair. A few 
hours spent in getUng basements 
in good order is a practical invest­ 
m ent for all home owners. 


Protect Pets When 
Using Rat Poison 


Many pets are killed during rat 
extermination drives 
because 
the 
poisons used are deadly to doggs and 
cats as well as rats, according to 
Harold Gunderson, Iowa Sta te col­ 
lege entomologist. 
To avoid jeojardizing 
the lives 
of pets. 
Gunderson 
recommends 
that poisons be covered with boards 
after they have been placed in rat 
runways — generally 
found 
along 
sides of buildings and fences. After 
g 


lacing a poison, a board should be 
aned aga inst the fence or build­ 
ing so there is a space beneath it 
large enough to accommodate a rat 
but too small to permit entry by a 
family pet. 
Poisoning is 
an effective 
and 
sa fe way of destroying rats if used 
with other rat prevention aids. It is 
not enough, for instance, to spread 
poison 
and 
then 
leave 
garbage 
lying unprotected In 
a cardboard 
or wooden box. Refuse should 
be 
kept in covered metal containers, 
such as galvanized steel garbage 
cans. Such containers are equipped 
with tight-fitting covers which keep 
rats out.

Set 
upright pipe, which may vary in 
length, into 3 inches of the cement 
Assemble other parts as indicated 
Such a unit adds life to the gar­ 
bage can by preventing loss or 
damage of Its cover. The concrete 
base is easy to clean and keeps 
unsightly mud and water from col­ 
lecting around the can’s base, a 
coat of paint can be added to dress 
up this rat-proof refuse area.
